What Amendments Propose.

4. Permission to employer to ex- 
ercise his constitutional right of 
free speech so long as such expres- 
sions of opinion were not accom- 
panied by acts or threats of dis- 
crimination, intimidation or coer- 
cion. This follows the proposal 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor. 

Revision of Policy. 
5. Change the wording of the 
present law to eliminate the state- 
ment that it is the policy of the 
United States to encourage the 
practice and procedure of collec- 
tive bargaining. 
~ 6. Provisions that the rules of 
evidence applicable to the United 
States District Court shall. be 
adopted by the board and its trial 
examiners “so far as practicable.”

of New York harbor’ today 
with no visible guns on deck, but 
protected by a new anti-mine cable. 

The cable surrounded the ship, 
the largest and fastest afloat, . high 


above the water—with no apparent 
drop-net into the water for a sweep 
effect. 

Naval experts said the cable was 
a new protective device against 
magnetic mines. They explained 
that the cables, although high 
above the water, were designed to 
exert an electrical force which 
would nullify the attraction af the 
steel hull to the mines, so that 
they would not explode. 

A member of the crew, asked if 
he had been afraid of submarines, 
shouted back with a laugh to re- 
porters in a tugboat alongside: 

“No, they keep away from us!”

Soviet Russian troops seeking to 
drive across the ice of the Bay 
of Viipuri to tighten their siege 
of the seaport of Viipuri suffered 
heavy losses under the fire of the 
Finns, the Finnish high command 
reported today.

Troops on land, the Finnish air 
force, the navy and coastal de- 
fenses all were used in actions 
against Russians attempting to 
cross the ice, not only in the Bay 
of Viipuri but to the west, in the 
Gulf of Finland. One such at- 
tempt which the Finns repulsed, 
the communique said, took place 
off Haapasaari Islands, more than 
60 miles southwest of Viipuri. 

The Finnish air force was par- 
ticularly active in punishing shel- 
terless Russians on the remnney 


ing: “Our aircraft carried out 
reconnaissance flights and bombed 
and machine-gunned enemy units 
and columns observed on the ice of 
Viipuri Bay and the Gulf of Fin- 
land.” 

Russians meanwhile were active 
in adjacent areas and in Northern 
Finland.’ One Russian bomber was 
shot down during the day, the army 
announced.

Pioneer News Service, which had 
its origin about 1927, a few years 
after Brown and Owen had joined 
forces, was the St. Louis unit of 
Moe Annenberg’s recently dissolved 
Nationwide News Service, purvey- 
ing horse race odds and results, 
and the lifeline of 250 or more 
handbooks here. 

Annenberg was indicted last sum- 
mer on charges of evading Federal 
income taxes—the bill of $5,548,384 
for taxes, interest and penalties is 
of record size—use of the mails 
and of interstate wires in* further- 
ance of a lottery (horse race 
gambling) and various other of- 
fenses. An associate of Brown 
and Owen, William Molasky, maga- 
zine distributor, who handled local 
sales of Annenberg’s Racing Form, 
was indicted with Annenberg on 
a charge of attempting to evade 
income tax laws in the matter of 
the income of Annenberg’s Con- 
sensus Publishing Co. of Chicago, 
of which Molasky had been presi- 
dent, warrants charging Molsky 
with evasion of $8645 Federal in- 
come tax on 1933 income and with 
conspiracy to evade the tax were 
issued Feb. 24. 

Their Early Careers. 

Owen, 52 years old, started as a 
newsboy, while Brown, 56, was a 
Wabash Railway switchtender in 
early days. Later Brown was 
known to police as a hoodlum and 
a member of the old Bottoms Gang. 
Both became saloonkeepers, then 
both drifted into politics, becom- 
ing powers behind the scenes. They 
specialized for some time in furn- 
ishing bail bonds for persons 
charged with criminal offenses. For 
a while they operated policy 
game, also a tire perro 

Their racing information agency 
at first was the Empire News 
Service. One night in 1931 the 
floor above their office in the 
Buder Building was shatteerd by 
a dynamite bomb. A few months 
later they moved to the Mart 
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Building as the Century News Serv- 
ice. This became Pioneer News 
Service later, continuing in the 
same place. Last Nov. 16, when, as 
a result of pressure by the Federal 
Government, Annenberg’s Nation- 
wide News Service lost its network 
of telephone wires, Pioneer ostensi- 
bly shut down. 

Its place was taken at once, how- 
ever, by the Century News Co., 
incorporated by three employes of 
Pioneer. The handbooks continue 
to get racing information from 
some unexplained interstate source 
and disseminate it locally by ordi- 
nary telephone connections, 

A year and a half ago it was 
learned that Pioneer reputedly 
yielded Brown, Owen and Molasky 
a net weekly income of $1000, plus 
a share in surplus profits at the 
end of the year. Handbooks de- 
pending on their size, were charged 
from $30 to $75 or $100 a week for 
the service, which formerly used a 
local network of leased telephone 
wires. 

Liquor Venture. 

Shortly after repeal, Brown and 
Owen formed Brown-Owen, Inc., 
a wholesale liquor concern. In 
1935 the two partners, Molasky and 
a fourth defendant were charged 
with conspiracy to violate Federal 
liquor laws and with shipping 
liquor into Arkansas, then dry. The 
charges were compromised, when 
the corporation pleaded guilty of 
the shipment and paid a $1000 
fine, promising to quit the liquor 
business, while the four individuals 
paid $1000 quasi-penalties and 
charges against them were dis- 
missed. 

State Senators Mike Kinney and 
Joe Brogan, old political friends of 
Owen and Brown, induced Mayor 
Dickmann to furnish an introduc- 
tion to Marvin McIntyre, President 
Roosevelt’s political secretary, and 
the Mayor also sent “the files in 
the case” and a personal note to 
McIntyre. .The outcome was that 
the company was “sold” to Irving 
Schmuckler, its former East Side 
manager, who had recently lost 
his home through mortgage fore 
closure, and he set up the Irving 
Liquor Distributing Co. in East St. 
Louis with a Federal permit and 
moved to the Mart Building, two 
floors below Brown and Owen. 

The Bun of Miller’s Office. 

When Victor J. Miller, Repub- 
lican, was Mayor, Owen and Brown 
had free access to his office and 
they helped him gain renomination 
in a hard contest, through Demo- 
cratic primary votes in the river 
wards. In the 1937 city campaign, 
when Dickmann, a Democrat, was 
re-elected, Republicans charged that 
Brown and Owen controlled City 
Hall, and the next year it was as- 
serted that they had given political 
backing and contributions to at 
least four Circuit Judges.

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ALLER OF WIE 
DAUGHTER FOUND 
GUILTY, INSANE 


Jury Upholds State’s Con- 
tention Husband Who 
Shot Two Near Belleville 
Should Be in Asylum. 


Anton Bruehl, wno killed his wife 
and daughter Nov. 6 at their home 
near Belleville, was found guilty 
of murder but insane and not yet 
recovered by a jury of seven men 
and five women today at Belle- 
ville. 

The verdict leads to commitment 
in an institution for the insane. 
A verdict that he had recovered 
would have meant his release. Cir- 
cuit Judge Maurice V. Joyce had 
left that question to the jury, which 
began deliberations at 10 a. m., In 
instructing it to find Bruehl guilty 
but insane at the time. 

Five medical .expert witnesses, 


three for the defense and two for 
the State, asserted in testimony yes- 
terday that Bruehl, 44-year-old brew- 
ery worker, was of unsound mind 
at the time of the killings. Only 
one of the witnesses expressed the 
opinion that Buehl had recovered, 
the others asserting the defendant’s 
mental condition was improved, but 
that he had not fully recovered. 
In a brief closing argument, As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Fred J. 
Bier admitted Brueh] had been in- 
sane at the time of the murdefs, 
but stressed the testimony of four 
of the - expert witnesses that 
Bruehl had not recovered. Defense 
counsel waived final argument. 


Bruehl was on trial for the mur- 
der of his 10-year-old daughter, 
Madeline. A separate indictment 
was voted in the death of his wife, 
Mrs. Marie Bruehl. The defense 
sought to show that Bruehl sus- 
pected his wife of associating with 
other men, and was suffering from 
temporary emotional insanity when 
he shot her and their daughter. 

The defendant testified yester- 
day that he and his wife had “lived 
like cat and dog” the last four 
years because he was jealous of 
two young men who frequently vis- 
ited their home. Six witnesses tes- 
tified they had seen Mrs. Bruehl on 
many occasions with another man, 
in an automobile parked on coun- 
try roads. One witness told of see- 
ing her with a man, in an auto- 
mobile parked at the Belleville city 
dump. - 


The defendant’s father, George 
Bruehl, a farmer, living near Mill- 
stadt, told the jury that ona visit to 
his son’s home shortly before the 
killings he found Mrs. Bruehl there 
with a young man. Miss Minnie 
Bruehl, a sister, declared she also 
found Mrs. Bruehl entertaining a 
man at her home during Bruehl’s 
absence,

SPENDING BILLION 
> INU.S.FOR PLANES 


of Purchasing 
Board to See Manufac- 
turers—Confer With Sec- 
retary Morgenthau. 


WASHINGTON, March 7 (AP). 
—The Allied Purchasing Mission 
announced today it would begin 
negotiations next week with Amer- 


ican airplane manufacturers for the 


purchase of possibly one billion 
dollars worth of aircraft.

LINCOLN, Neb., March 7 (AP).— 
Thomas E. Dewey, New York Dis- 
trict Attorney who seeks the Re- 
publican’ presidential nomination, 
said last night agricultural pros- 
perity can come only through a 
farm program fitting into a nation- 
al plan to “achieve health, vitality 
and balance in our entire economy.” 

Delivering over the radio the 
main address of the Nebraska Re 
publican Founders’ day celebration, 
Dewey said the “Government first 
must seek the advice of the farm- 
ers rather than the advice of clois- 
tered theorists. Then it must act 
on that advice.” : 

Dewey, describing himself as a 
man whose only savings are invest- 
ed in a farm, told his audience he 
knew of “no single scheme that will 
solve the farm problem over night,” 
but did outline an eight-point plan

How a mother supporting two 
adolescent children on an Aid-to- 
Dependent-Children grant can best 
feed the family on a food allow- 


ance of slightly more than 4 cents 
per person per meal is set out in 
a sample diet distributed by the 
Family Service Society of St. Louis 
County, a United Charities agency. 

The diet, based on a weekly ex- 
penditure of $2.60 for food, provides 
for meat once a week, fish at one 
meal, and a weekly egg dish, Des- 
serts, mostly surplus commodity 
raisins and oranges, are scheduled 
five days a week, and baked beans 
with a bit of salt pork once. 

In devising the diet, which was 
worked out by Mrs. Thelma Harris, 
home economist and social worker 
of the St. Louis Children’s Aid So- 
ciety, for Miss Lucille Cairns, case 
supervisor of the Family Service 
Society, it was assumed the mother 
of two adolescents receiving $24.72 
monthly from the State, plus $3.67 
worth of surplus commodities, 
would spend $10 for rent, $3.25 for 
fuel, $6.50 cash for food, $1.50 for 
utilities and $3.47 for clothing ana 
incidentals. 

Deficiency of Red Meats. 

Because it is deficient in red 
meats, dairy products and leafy 
vegetables, Miss Cairns said, the 
diet would be unsuitable for in- 
valids and would sustain a well 
person for only a limited time. 

The schedule starts off Monday 
morning with a breakfast of hot 
cereal and milk, orange juice and 
toast, and in addition, a cup of 
coffee for the mother. For lunch 
there are baked beans with salt 
pork, cornbread and a glass of milk 
for each of the children. Supper 
consists of onion soup with cheese 
and toast and a dessert of raisins. 

Tuesday, meat day, opens with 
pancakes and molasses, skimmed 


milk for the children and coffee 
for the mother; hot cracked wheat 
cereal, day-old bread and butter 
and an orange for lunch, and scal- 
loped liver and potatoes for sup- 
per with graham muffins and 
skimmed milk for the children. 

Wednesday's breakfast is cracked 
wheat cereal, sliced orange and 
coffee; potato soup seasoned with 
onion, bread and butter and orange 
for lunch, and whole wheat chow- 
der with carrots, onions and pota- 
toes, bread and raisins for supper. 

Family Eats Eggs on Friday. 

For Thursday, the menu for the 
day leads off with a breakfast of 
hot cereal and milk, orange juice 
and mother’s coffee; lunch of pea- 
nut butter sandwiches, raw. carrot 
sticks and cocoa, and supper of 
baked squash, creamed onions and 
graham muffins. 

Friday, the day eggs appear on 
the menu, has oatmeal, milk, 
orange and coffee for breakfast; 
cheese mush, squash and milk for 
lunch, and creamed eggs on toast, 
mashed potato cakes and bread, 
with milk for the children. 

Saturday the family has oatmeal 
with milk and orange juice for 
breakfast; cottage cheese, chopped 
raw vegetables, bread and butter 
and milk for lunch, and oatmeal- 
and-potato soup, bread and butter 
and cup cake for supper. 

On Sunday the meals are fried 
mush and syrup, sliced orange and 
cocoa for all as breakfast; salmon 
loaf, raw cabbage, baked sweet 
potato and gingerbread for dinner 
and hot milk toast and raisins 
for supper. 

Cheese mush, mainstay of Fri- 
day’s lunch, it was explained, is 
mush flavored for variety with 
cheese, and whoie wheat chowder, 
featured Wednesday night, is the 
oft-appearing wheat disguised by 
cooking with vegetables.

KING CAROL OPEN 
PARLIAMENT. WIT 
DEFENSE TAX PLE 


Asserts Levies Must Be In- 
creased to Keep 1,600, - 
000 in Army to Guard 
Borders. 


BUCHAREST, March 7 (AP).— 
King Carol opened Parliament to- 
day with a declaration that all the 
resources of Rumania would be 
thrown behind its army as a “su- 
preme guarantee of our independ- 
ence and of the integrity of our 
borders.” 
Disclosing that taxes would be 
materially increased to bear the 
cost of keeping 1,600,000 men under 
arms, he said: 
“T am sure my people will ac- 
cept such sacrifices for the sake 
of the country and peace.” 
Strict neutrality, he asserted, will 
be continued even in the fields of 
foreign commerce “in order to as- 
sure the essential flow of supplies 
to our army and our people.” 
The statement was approved in 
a long session of the Crown Coun- 
cil Jast night amid signs of an 
even sharper struggle ~ between 
Germany and the Allies for Ru- 
mania’s exports of raw materials. 
King Carol appeared in the uni- 
form’ of the Royal Guard, with 
Crown Prince Mihai at his side in 
the garb of an infantry Lieuten- 
ant. 


To Intensify Production. 

The King told Parliament the 
Government is assured of the sta- 
bility and continuity necessary to 
execute a long-range program 
“which will include intensification 
of production in all lines.” 
In a declaration that relations 
between Rumania and other na- 
tions are good, he specifically men- 
tioned only Italy and Bulgaria. 
Meanwhile, Viroel Tilea, Ruma- 
nian Minister to London, was re- 
ported on his way home to deliv- 
er a British proposal that Great 
Britain be accorded equal treat- 
meut with Germany on Rumanian 
exports, including oil, the most cov- 
eted product. 
On the other hand, it was re- 
ported that German pressure on 
Rumania now included a demand 
for the country’s entire 1940 wool 
crop. 
The native yarn industry would 
be ruined if such a demand were 
fulfilled, economic experts said, and 
if Great Britain and Germany were 
to share alike in Rumanian oil 
only 800,000 tons of the 1940 max- 


000,000 tons, would remain for other 
disposition. 
This remainder would not suf- 
fice to maintain Rumanian trade 
with the Balkans, Italy and other 
countries—trade in which Rumania 
receives other products in exchange 
for its oil—aside from supplying 
Rumania’s own military needs. 
Pressure on Both Sides. 

The economic tug-of-war over 
Rumania’s products was seen by 
diplomats to be pushing King 
Carol’s Government closer’ than 
ever to the necessity of dropping 
neutrality and picking a side in 
the war. 

More pointed perhaps than Ru- 
mania’s promises of oil is the ques- 
tion of delivering it. 

Bucharest experts predict Ger- 
many will be more than 400,000 tons 
behind schedule on oil receipts by 
the time traffic is organized on 
the Danube this spring, probably 
as late as April 1, 

The ice-locked Danube already 
has started to break up in its up- 
per reaches and the dispatch of a 
German barge fleet to help gather 
oil and grain will follow as soon 
as the way is clear. 

German transport experts are 
expected to make strenuous efforts 
to catch up on oil arrears. Of 380,- 
000 tons scheduled for delivery in 
January and February, less than 
46,000 actually was sent. 

Under a December agreement, 
130,000 tons were to have been 
made available for Germany each 
month, plus an extra 120,000 during 
January and February to make up 
for 1939 arrears. 

Nazi Invasion Feared. 

Whether Germany can catch up 
depends entirely on how well the 
river traffic can be organized. Ru- 
manians express fear that if Ger- 
many finds itself unable to get all 
the oil it has been promised or 
needs it will be tempted to come 
to Rumania to organize for itself. 

Allied agents have been trying 
to throw a wrench into German 
transport plans by tying up with 
long-term contracts or outright 
purchase every available barge and 
tug on the river.

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For similar, though not identical, 
reasons, there is apparent a quick- 
ening of interest in the islands of 
the Atlantic. Several proposals 
have been made in Congressional 
circles for the acqusition of some 
of the British and French islands 
in this hemisphere; it may, there- 
fore, be an appropriate moment to 
examine in some detail the stra- 
tegic considerations which should 
affect our attitude toward these 
island positions. 

If we were, now or at some fu- 
ture time, to seek for military pur- 
poses the acqusition of any of 
these islands, or the possession by 
leasehold or otherwise of bases 
therein, our reasons would include 
one or more of the following: 


1. To extend the radius of action 
of our naval or air forces into 
areas in which they cannot effi- 
ciently operate from existing bases.

3. To provide harbors of refuge 
for our ocean and coastwise ship- 
ping and aircraft, and points of 
support for patrol forces and con- 
voy escorts. 


Defense of Caribbean. 


From the naval viewpoint, our 
basic position in the Atlantic Ocean 
is the Caribbean Sea, an inclosed

It’s all because of the crisis in 
British-Italian relations hrought 
about by German coal. For the 
sawe of consistency in their cam- 
paign to throttle Nazi Germany’s 
export trade, the British have ap- 
parently resolved to treat coal ex- 
ports from Germany to Italy ex- 
actly as they treat all other exports 
from the Reich that they can lay 
their hands on. It looks as if they 
had set out to do this despite the 
fact that Italy is the biggest neu- 
tral in Europe, that so far Britain 
has been extremely polite to her in 
the hope that she would throw over 
Hitler onee for all, and that the 
Italian army and navy might cause 
considerable trouble to the Allies if 
Mussolini ever definitely lined them 
up on the side of Britain’s enemies. 


Italy’s Need of Coal. 


Italy has practically no coal. For 
her industrial and military require- 
ments of that highly valuable com- 
modity she must rely on importa- 
tion from abroad. From Germany 
she imports more-than half the 
coal she consumes. There would be 


Italy’s quota of coal from the Ger- 
man Ruhr must go down the Rhine

Talk of Denouncing Treaty. 


Now she has put her foot down. 
A number of ships lgaded with Ger- 
man coal for Italy, defiantly in- 
structed by Il Duce to bring it to 
him in the ordinary way, have been 
towed ignominiously into British 
ports, where contraband control is 
exercised by British officials. 

In Italy there is heated talk of 
denouncing’ the British-Italian 
trade treaty, of turning toward Ber- 
lin. For several days Mussolini, 
scowling and growling an his old 
perch, the fence, at his accustomed 
haunt, the cross roads, has kept his 
eyes fixed steadily on the ‘signpost 
labeled “To Berlin.” Ostentatious- 
ly ignoring the one marked “To 
London.” 

But the British don’t care. They 
are standing pat. They think they 
have him where they want him. 
They have decided—for the time- 
being, at least—that coaxing and 
wheedling have gone far enough. 

Before the European war began 
six months ago it was pretty gen- 
erally believed that the British and 
their French allies would allow 
Mussolini something like 24 hours 
to decide on which side of the 
fence he meant to alight and give 
him the works if he got down on 
Adolf Hitler’s side. 

Well, more than 24 weeks have 
elapsed since then, yet the Italian 
dictator continues to perch at the 


having one grand picnic out of the 
whole thing. All of a sudden, John 
Bull has got fed up. He feels the 
time has come for a showdown. 
And the question of German coal 
for Italy appears to have given him 
his opportunity. 


Italy May Help Hitler. 


Of course, he may be on the 
wrong road. Italy may flop heav- 
ily to the side of Hitler—not neces- 
sarily as an actual war ally, but 
as a benevolent neutral of constant- 
ly increasing benevolence. That 
would bring no joy to London or 
Paris for some considerable time 
after its occurrence, though it 
might eventually mean for Musso- 
lini a smash to the jaw that would 
put him into a sound sleep until 
long after the whole European war 
had become history. 

But the British, it seems, are go- 
ing to take a chance. With Gibral- 
tar and Port Said in their hands, 
their navy can lock up Italy in the 
Mediterranean as effectually as a 
sheriff with a gun can lock up an 
unarmed prisoner. And the French 
army, strung out along the Italian- 
French frontier, can do the. rest. 
Will Mussolini defy them? The 
British are betting he won’t. John 
Bull, holding his cards close to his 
chest; has just thrown a 10-spot 
into the jackpot. Mussolini is ner- 
vously fingering his chips.

LONDON PAPER SAYS 
U.S. GIVES GERMANY 
BACK DOOR SERVICE 


The Sketch Points to Volume 
of American Exports to 
Vladisvostock. 


LONDON, March 7 (AP).—The 
Daily Sketch criticised the United 
States today for giving “back door” 
service to Germany and urged 
Americans to “really keep out” of 
the affairs of Europe. 

“The decrease in the yolume of 
exports from the U. S. A., to Ger- 
many since the war seems to ap- 
proach the increase in American 
exports to Russia by way of Viadi- 
vostok,” the newspaper said. 

“It is a fair inference that a 
large quantity of these supplies 
are going across the whole breadth 
of Europe and Asia to Germany.

N an effort to inform captured 

Russian proletarians about con- 

ditions in Finland and the rest 
of the world a weekly newspaper 
printed in Russian is being dis- 
tributed to Soviet prisoners by the 
Finns, The eight-page _ tabloid- 
sized journal is called “The Prison- 
ers’ Friend.” It is printed on ex- 
cellent paper, is well illustrated 
and three-fourths of the contents 
seems more informative than pro- 
pagandistic. 


The entire front page of the 
March 2 issue, which is the tenth 
to appear is devoted to an article 
explaining the nature of Finland’s 
Lotta Svard organization. On page 
2 are five Biblical quotations and 
a scrupulously objective report on 
Adolf itler’s Feb. 21 speech, in 
which no word of criticism of*the 
Nazi government is used. An ac- 
count of a recent Socialist rally 
in Helsinki has the headline, “The 
United Front of Finnish Workers 
Against Bolshevism.” 

An article credited anonymously 
to “a prisoner” charged the Krem- 
lin with leading the Russian peo- 
ple into war by means of false- 
hoods about the Finnish Republic. 


But the best feature is a back- 


page column entitled “Do You 
Know?” These are some of the 
questions which it poses: 

“1, That during -the Italian- 
Ethiopian war there were Finnish 
and Swedishr hospitals in Ethiopia, 

“2. That during the Spanish war 
there were Italians and Germans 
on the side of Generalissimo Fran- 
cisco Franco and on the Republi- 
can side there were Englishmen, 
Frenchmen and Americans 

“3. That on the side of Finland 
to combat the Soviet Union there 
are Swedish, Norwegian, Danish, 
English, American, German, Italian, 
French, Polish, Hungarian and 
other volunteers. 


“4. That the Finnish specialized 
worker with one day’s salary can 
buy more than six pounds of the 
best butter. 

“5. That not a single Finn drinks 
his daily coffee without cream. 

“6. That Finland is the only 
country in the world which has 
paid and is still paying its war 
debt to the United States. 

“T. “That despite the -war in 
Finland there are ration cards only 
for sugar and coffee. Such a thing 
does not exist in Germany or even 
in England, where all food supplies 
are rationed.” 

Several thousand Russian pris- 
oners now receive this journal each 
week. 


AUSTRALIA PLANS TO SEND

Judge Vincent Leibell of New York City has named 
three men to serve as joint trustees, and his appoint- 
ments, as trustees go, seem to be good. They are 
Dr. Willard L. Thorp, formerly director of the con- 
sumers’ division of the National Emergency Council; 
Walter H. Pollak, a New York attorney with a pro- 
gressive background, and Dennis J. Driscoll, for- 
mer chairman of the Pennsylvania Public Service 
Commission. 

It is interesting to review the three previous 
attempts to- decide the trusteeship of these proper- 
ties, once valued at a billion dollars, which Hopson 
bled into bankruptcy. 

At’ first, the Securities and Exchange Commission 
considered acting as trustee itself. The SEC, it was 
argued, could give an example of just how a large 
property could be reorganized with minimum cost 
and maximum benefit to the stockholders. It was 
generally agreed that there is a need for such a 
demonstration, but the scheme was finally dropped 
as being too much of an innovation even for the 
New Deal. 

Meanwhile, Hopson’s attorney had brought the 
case temporarily before an anti-New Deal Federal 
Judge in Northern New York. Hopes of rich fees 
fluttered in the breasts of such Republican bigwigs 
as Bertrand Snell and Kenneth Simpson. But their 
hopes were crushed when the Judge ruled that the 
jurisdiction resided in the Federal Court for the 
Southern District of New York. 

Next, there was a move, apparently with the 
SEC’s approval, to have John W. Hanes, lately As- 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury and formerly a 
member of the SEC himself, appointed trustee.

N the last two months, a very large num- 
[oer of people of Missouri have become 

seriously concerned about relief. They 
have raised many questions about the lot of 
the poor of the State during the trying win- 
ter months. The whole question of relief 
and its adequacy is a subject of debate in 
the newspapers and the meetings of civic 
organizations. 

You have had a severe relief crisis in St. 
Louis, largest city in the State, The peo- 
ple in dire need in that city have had great 
The 
are fully 


their minds. When figures were handed out to 
them in the name of facts by your State 
organization, they have not been afraid to 
question them. The chances are that the 
relief situation in Kansas City is no better 
than in St. Louis, The people here, how- 
ever, do not appear to be as fully conscious 
of it as one might expect. 

One may wonder why citizens have be- 
come so calloused to relief needs. They 
are no longer concerned about hunger and 
want. They constantly complain of mount- 
ing taxes for relief and are anxious to 
have them reduced as soon as possible. 

In some places, there is a positive hos- 
tility to poor people. All kinds of oppro- 
brious terms are applied to them. They hear 
themselves called shirkers, chiselers, shovel 
leaners, They find their claims tossed about 
from one set of officials to another—from 
Governors to legislators, from local to State 
officials, from State to Federal officials, 

. . > 

In February, 1939, the Kansas City Coun- 
cil of Social Agencies recommended a State 
appropriation of $15,500,000 for direct relief 
for the biennium 1939-40. The Governor 
recommended an appropriation of $12,000,- 
000, and later tried to compromise on $9,000,- 
000. The Legislature finally decided to ap- 
propriate $6,500,000, Of this amount, about 
$1,500,000 is left to tide the State over for 
the next 10 months. * 

It was inevitable, with the small appro- 
priation, that Missouri should face serious 
relief difficulties. The situation has be- 
come particularly acute in the past two 
months. I understand that the State Social 
Security Commission has increased its reg- 
ular allotments for relief by $200,000. This, 
of course, is a very small sum compared 
with the relief needs. 

Late in January, surplus commodities dis- 
tribution was doubled in the State in order 
to meet acute relief meeds. Note that the 
total expenditures for general relief in the 
State in 1939, $3,471,903.32, is not much 
greater than the retail value of the surplus 
commodities disbursed during the year, 
$2,943, 968.17, 

It is well known that relief standards in 
Missouri are notoriously low. The!average 
amount expended per case last Oetober was 
$11.77. With more than three-fourths of 
the relief appropriation expended, how can 
the remainder be spread over 10 months 
without serious suffering? 

Your two large centers of population 
have not been as co-operative as they might 
have been in developing WPA projects. The 
Works Project Administration expended 
$53,598,000 in the State last year, It could 
have expended more if projects had been 


available. Right now, it needs a fuller

measure of support in meeting the unem- 
ployment problem in St. Louis and Kansas 
City. This, however, does not absolve the 
State from doing its duty to its people in 
need. 

Relief is the largest problem Missouri is 
facing at the present time. It is a problem 
that the leaders of the State must meet 
fairly and ,squarely. They surely do not 
admit that the structure of government 
has broken down in this crisis. They must 


know that the problem cannot be met by | in Lyon County, they go looking over their 


inaction, by pious hopes or by passing the 
responsibility from one to another. 

Inadequate funds have been complicated 
by inadequate staffs. I do not believe there 
is anything more pitiful than the large 
numbers of applicants who have been com- 
pelled to wait week after week and month 
after month until the workers in the offices 
of the Security Commission could give 
them proper attention. 

I wonder why such a situation could be 
permitted in such a progressive, forward- 
looking State as this. I am sure the pub- 
lic would have become more fully aroused 
if the situation had been kept before it by 
the leaders of the State. Why should a 
poor person who is suffering from hunger 
and cold be compelled to go to an office 
several miles away week after week with- 
out securing proper consideration? ‘

Missouri has the resources and the lead- 
ership to meet that share of its relief ex- 
penditures that rightly belongs to it. Sure- 
ly, a State with traditions of independence 
like yours does not want to keep on passing 
its responsibility to the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

Your State is, after all, comparatively 
rich. It had a total income of more than 
$1,800,000,000 in 1939. It ranked tenth among 
the states in total income. 

The State is carrying a fairly heavy tax 
load at present, and this load is rather wide- 
ly distributed among the different sources 
of taxation, If it is to take care of the 
basic needs of its poor and under-privileged, 
it must have increases in existing taxes. 
There is no escaping this conclusion. 

Another question that should be thrown 
wide open is that of aid to education. Why 
should the Legislature not have specifically 
set aside the proceeds of the sales tax for 
relief? This the understanding of 
the people of the State. Does the power of 
a legislative lobby come before the right of 
the under-privileged of the State? Is it 
more important that the schools should 
have added revenues than that the poor 
should have the necessities of life? 

I am sure the people of the State will soon 
understand the issues involved in this sit- 
uation. They will not be deceived by tech- 
nicalities, They do not want poor people 
to suffer, The people know that the rights 
of the poor to the necessities of life come 
before anybody's rights to comforts, not to 
speak of luxuries.

FIRST UNITED PRESBYTERIAN 
CHURCH'S 100TH ANNIVERSARY 


The First United Presbyterian 
Church at 6800 Washington avenue, 
University City, will celebrate its 
100th anniversary next Sunday with 
special services. In a talk at 11 


o’clock in the morning, Jacob 
Lashly, an attorney, will relate the 
church’s history, and at 8 o’clock 
in the afternoon there will be a 
mass meting of members of the 
five United Presbyterian congrega- 
tions in the city and county.

DIAGNOSIS: Yes, there is almost always a remarkable 
change when a man or woman actually owns something. Pride 
of possession not only is one of the charms in early marriage, 
but it also adds beauty to a house that may be sadly in need 
of paint and repair. When people rent their homes, they lack 
the feeling of stability and permanency which are so necessary 
for good citizenship. People who think they may be moving 
next year, don’t take as much interest in local politics and 
civic affairs. 

Even though the tenants are intelligent people and basically 
desirous of applying the Golden Rule, they almost inevitably 
lack the pride in the property which immediately appears when 
they own the land or house. There is always more zest for 
improving property when we fee] that the land belongs to us 
and we'll procure all the benefits from such improvement.

The Government originally bought 
that land and then gave it away. Perhaps we shall find it 
necessary and desirable to repeat that process, for this nation 
will never again see the day when we are free from the respon- 
sibility of looking after millions of our less intelligent citizens. 
They are going to be with us forever. Herded into our cities 
where they can't raise even their potatoes and other vege- 
tables, we not only must pay their rent and coal bills, buy their 
clothes and shoes, but give them money for every bite of food. 

If they lived on small farms of five to 10 acres, they could 
at least raise their food as well as their morale, for they have 
large families of children who could hoe the garden truck. 
Now these children get into gangs and become hoodlums, or 
else put us to the further expense of furnishing them parks 
in which to play, plus swimming pools and gymnasiums. 

The best antidote for hoodlumism is home ownership. Even 
our intelligent people become much more responsible citizens 
and more intelligent voters when they own a home,

““Tweedledum and Tweediedee”’ 

Originally to tweedle was to han- 
dle @ fiddle lightly, the words 
“tweedledum” and “tweedledee” 
evol»ing from the attempt to rep- 
reseat echoically low and high 
pitched notes. 

Strange then that the phrase 
“tweedledum and tweedledee,” 
whose component members start- 
ed out with contra-distinguished 
meanings should be synonymous 
with “six of one and half a dozen 
of another” or “a distinction with- 
out a difference.” 

The history of this usage dates 
back to the eighteenth century feud 
between the two most popular Lon- 
don composers of the day—the

Children Are 
_ NotlInherited

EDICAL care does not, of it- 
Mew: cure character defects. It 

helps to cure disease and it is 
easier for a healthy person to be 
good than it is for an ailing one. 
But, and this is worth the consid- 
eration of parents who have delin- 
quent children, character defects 
can be cured only with the full co- 
operation of the child himself. He 
must wish to do better, try to do 
better, resolve he will do better, be- 
fore any change will take place in 
him. 

Because we have been careful 
to do what was possible to remedy 
physical defects in delinquent chil- 
dren in the hope of making it 
easier for them to behave better, 
some people have the mistaken idea 
that medicine will cure stealing, ly- 
ing, running away, general good- 
for-nothingness. Medical care will 
help to clear some of the difficul- 
ties in the child’s road to goodness 
but it cannot and will not cure his 
bad habits. 

Children are not born with bad 
habits. They acquire them by re- 
peating a thought and an action 
often enough to set them firmly 
in their nerve cells. The good 
habits and the bad ones are set 
the same way, and for the same 
reason. They are ways of behavior 
that the actor found convenient or 
agreeable or both. They did not 
spring from his glands. The de- 
ficient gland lowers his resistance, 
clouds his thinking, but it does not 
initiate action. That is left for the 
child’s own decision. He will, or 
he won't. If what he wills is bad 
in the eyes of society it is unfortun- 
ate for all concerned. If it is good, 
it is most fortunate and everybody 
is happier.

Doctor Tells 


Reasons Why 
People Faint 
iy 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


HE CAUSE of a fainting attack 
Tis interruption of the blood sup- 
ply to the brain. This results 
in a complete, sudden blotting out 
of consciousness, which returns 
gradually. The mechanism behind 
the occasional fainting attack which 
occurs from fatigue is sudden low- 
ering of the blood pressure. I have 
several times had the experience of 
examining life insurance applicants 
who fainted from nervousness 
while the blood pressure cup was 
actually on their arm. The blood 
pressure went down to practically 
zero at the moment of loss of con- 
sciousness. 
The fainting of sudden emotional 
shock is due to a long period when 


the heart ceases to contract (asys- 
tole). 


The treatment of a fainting at- 
tack is that supplied by nature. A 
fainting person keels over or falls 
on the floor, which allows the blood 
to run into the head, even if the 
blood pressure is down to zero and 
the heart has temporarily stopped 
beating. So we commonly say for 
treatment, “Put the head down 
lower than the feet.” The nervous 
reaction of the blood flowing into 
the skull starts the mechanism of 
circulation so the heart begins to 
beat and raises the blood pressure 
again. ; 


Recurrent attacks of fainting are 
classified by causes into the “cir- 
culatory” and “cerebral.” 

The automatic nervous system 
controls the heart and the blood 
pressure. An important part of the 
automatic nervous system is the 
carotid sinus, located in the neck on 
the carotid artery, or large artery, 
of the neck. The carotid sinus nor- 
mally serves to maintain a constant 
blood flow into the brain by reflex 
regulation. When this nerve reflex 
is hypersensitive, fainting attacks 
may occur because the regulation 
of the blood supply to the brain is 
not maintained. In people with this 
condition, pressure over the carotid 
sinus at the side of the neck results 
in spontaneous fainting attacks. 


Certain drugs will prevent re- 
current fainting attacks due to 
stoppage of the heart, and recur- 
rent fainting attacks due to lower- 
ing of the blood pressure from in- 
terference with the automatic nerv- 
ous system. But in the cerebral 
type of recurrent fainting attacks, 
there is no change in the blood 
pressure or heart rate and no drug 
will prevent them. In certain very 
severe cases, surgical removal of 
the carotid sinus has resulted in 
cure. 

Chronic fainters are usually very 
sensitive to changes in posture so 
that if they stand or sit in one posi- 
tion for a long period, they may 
faint merely from bodily posture. 
We see such examples in soldiers 
standing at attention and people 
watching parades. 


Convalescent patients are taught 
to get up gradually over a period of 
days, which is an excellent form of 
exercise of the blood vessels and is 
a principle of treatment that can 
be applied to the chronic postural 
fainters.

The three-piece wardrobe suit 
consisting of full length topcoat, 
hip length jacket, and skirt is 
the most “elastic” of all the many 
types of costumes which are smart 
for spring and available in the St. 
Louis shops. Many different ver- 
sions are on display so there is 
wide choice of -color, style and 
fabric. Some of the topcoats are 
fitted and an equal number have 
the boxy lines which are becoming 
to many different figures. 

Some of the short jackets have 
regulation tailored collars while 
others are designed with high, col- 
larless necklines so that they look 
like overblouses. When it comes 
to fabric, you see many twills 
and other hard-surfaced ma- 
terials but the nubby woolens, 
tweeds and soft-finished worsteds 
are offered in a variety of pat- 
terns and colorings, 

In the choice of a shade for 
such an ensemble, the business girl 
can insist upon her most becom- 
ing color and know that she is 
fashionable. While navy blue and

black are featured extensively there 
is increased interest in beige and 
gray tones. Unusual shades of 
gray blue, cedar rose, muted greens 
and those interesting matisse plaids 
suggest originality of choice and 
the alliance of striking accessory 
tones. 

The suit which has been sketched 
as an example of the trend is of a 
cedar rose shade of Daventree 
tweed—a tweed that is sufficiently 
soft of texture and light of weight 
for general town wear as well as 
serving more casual needs.

The fitted coat shown on the 
central figure has well-tailored but 
simple lines.

To vary the appearance of this 
suit, a separate plaid jacket is 
suggested.

West opened the queen of spades, 
Declarer won, drew the adverse 
trumps and led the eight of dia- 
monds, This attempt to set up 
dummy’s diamond suit with the 
loss of one trick (since the heart 
loser was unavoidable) was fool- 
ish, inasmuch as it hinged on both 
of the high diamond honors being 
in West’s hand. (If they were in 
East's hand, unguarded, it would 
require a remarkable guess.) No 
such great fortune was waiting for 
the declarer. He lost two diamond 
tricks and a heart, for the con- 
tract’s defeat. 

Careful planning would have in- 
sured success. After winning the 
spade lead, declarer should rid his 
own hand of hearts by leading the 
singleton. Defender would proba- 
bly return a spade (any other re- 
turn would make no difference), 
and declarer would of course win, 
He should then draw the adverse 
trumps and ruff his third spade in 
the dummy, completing the spade 
and heart stripping process by 
ruffing dummy’s remaining heart 
in his own hand, Then the lead 
to the ace of diamonds and a dia- 
mond return would throw West in 
with “his doubleton king and force 
him to lead a card which could be 
ruffed in the dummy while declarer 
was discarding his remaining los 
ing diamond, 

It should be noted that this plan 
would work in that vast majority 
of cases in which the high diamond 
honors were split between Hast 
and West, the only exception being 
that if West held a doubleton hon- 
or without the 10 spot, he could 
get out of the way by playing sec- 
ond-hand-high on the lead up toe 
the ace, and thus avoid the throw- 
in,
